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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


“How’d we do in 1998,” you ask? Well, according to our recollections, Mother 
Nature tested our community’s dedication to the town early in 1998 witha 
dazzling ice display in January that knocked out power and made travel nearly 
impossible. Hardest hit was the upper section of Bowlder Road north of Seward 
Mountain Farm. A second volley some weeks later caused almost as much 
havoc when the ice and snow released its grip on the town all at once, forcing us 
to close Gilsum Road for almost a week due to severe water and mud. 
Undaunted, we pulled together and worked through these challenging 
inconveniences with our positive attitudes and volunteer spirit. A huge thank- 
you goes out to all persons who helped the town and each other pass Mother 
Nature’s tests. 





After dealing with the elements, we all get back to work -- and you all have 
been very busy. Twenty-five timber cutting operations were initiated throughout 
the town and seven “family dwelling” building permits were issued. 
Conservation easements were obtained for properties across our northern ties 
which protect over fifteen hundred acres of forest from development and clear 
cutting practices. 


The town department heads have been busy too, keeping a close watch on their 
expenditures and increasing their communication with one another. The 
dedication of all town groups and individuals has been instrumental in the 
completion of several important projects this year. The rusted and deteriorated 
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roof was replaced on the cemetery tomb house. The library expansion, which 
was started in September 1997, was completed. The additional Library space 
also includes a Historical room which had been a long time goal of many towns 
people. 


The Fire Station expansion was started in July and completed in December. This 
expansion consists of two new bays and additional offices. The concrete blocks 
of the fire station were covered with clapboard to make it consistent with the 
outside of the other town buildings. In the process of paving the area in front of 
the fire station and the library, the Hearse House was moved to the Town 
Garage area. This building will provide the Road agent with much needed room. 


Proceeds from the sale of the Old Town Hall were used to put in a artesian well 
and a septic system for the Town Garage. Funds from this sale were also used to 
purchase a newer truck to replace the Ford 600. Monies left over have been 
earmarked to subsidize the construction of bathroom and office facilities at the 
garage. 


In response to recommendations at our Town Meeting last year, a State 
Highway Supervisor was consulted. He suggested that we concentrate on road 
preparation because deterioration of road surfaces occurs more rapidly when 
poor roadbed conditions exists. Pursuant to his recommendations, no paving 
was done during 1998. The road agent reworked roadbeds on Apple Hill and 
Bowlder roads, removing stones, boulders, and broken asphalt. He installed 
drainage systems and replaced culverts at several locations. Brush cutting along 
roadsides further improved drainage and increased visibility. 


Updating our office for the electronic age began several years ago when Kelly 
Darby gave the town its first computer. Since then we have added equipment 
which has permitted us to become more efficient in our office capabilities. As of 
this time we have a complete Gateway 2000 system, an NEC 486 which is used 
by the treasurer, and a Gateway 2000 P5-75 in the Town Clerk/Tax Collector 
office. Our software permits us to put out property tax bills, calculate timber tax, 
and use Quickbooks for monitoring financial records. Our present computers 
will not be affected by the Y2K problem.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan as of 
and for the year ended December 31, 1997 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion, 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Sullivan has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Sullivan, as of December 31, 1997, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements 
of the Town of Sullivan taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed 
as schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan. Such information has 
been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements 
and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 


Statements taken as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Sullivan 

Sullivan, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sullivan for the year ended December 31, 1997, 
we considered the Town's internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 


oh for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town's 
ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of 
management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a 
relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation 
to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the 
internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that 
might constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable 
conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


Also, the following conditions were noted that we do not consider to be material weaknesses: 

TAX COLLECTOR/TOWN CLERK 

Our audit of the Tax Collector/Town Clerk records revealed the following conditions: 

1. As previously noted, the Tax Collector/Town Clerk works out of her home. Money collected is 
kept at her home all week until the Town Treasurer picks it up for deposit. This money is kept in 


a fireproof safe. 


2. It was noted that prepayments on the next year’s taxes were being accepted prior to April 1.

3. The Tax Collector/Town Clerk is not reconciling her records with the Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper. It was especially noted that at year end the Tax Collector/Town Clerk’s cut-off date 
for deposits was not the same as that used by the Town Treasurer and Bookkeeper. 


4. Presently the Tax Collector’s record keeping is being done manually. Cash receipts are recorded 
manually in a cash receipts journal and then this information is transferred to the warrant books 


which is extremely inefficient. 
We recommend that the following procedures be implemented: 


1. While all money is kept in a fireproof safe in her home, ideally the performance of this position 
should be conducted out of the Town offices. This way, most Town services would be centrally 
located and would provide easier access for reconciliation between the Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper. 


2. RSA 80:52-a states in part that “after April 1 and before notice of the amount of taxes assessed 
against said property for that year has been received, make payments on account of such taxes and 
the collector shall receive such payments and give a receipt therefor and credit the amounts paid 
toward the amount of the taxes eventually assessed against said property.” Thus prepayments 
should not be accepted until after April Ist. 


3. Monthly reconciliation of the remittances between the Tax Collector, Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper should be performed, and at year end the same cut-off period should be implemented 
by all parties for ease of reconciliation. 


4. The tax collection system needs to be automated, utilizing software approved by the Department 
of Revenue Administration. 


LIBRARY 


Upon examination of the library records, we noted that an addition to the library was being built without 
any formal approval or appropriation by the Town meeting. The addition’s funding source is from 
private donations. Under the revised municipal budget law effective in 1993, towns are required to 
prepare budgets on a gross basis for all expenditures to be incurred. In this regard, we suggest that all 
funds to be expended, from whatever source, be included in the budgetary process. This should include 
all funds of the Town. 


PURCHASE ORDERS 


While the Town has a formal purchase order policy, it was again noted during the review of the internal 
controls that in many instances purchase orders were not obtained.

We again recommend the Board of Selectmen enforce the Town's purchase order policy, and properly 
approved and completed purchase orders be obtained prior to disbursement of funds. 


We arc pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no material 
weaknesses in the Town's accounting systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other 
considerations coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with administrative 
or recordkeeping practices. In these instances, we made specific recommendations or provided 
instruction to those individuals involved during the course of our audit fieldwork. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 
administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of 


public record.

I begin our report this year by noting with regret the 
passing of Walter “Bud” Roberts. Bud served our 
community as a firefighter, fire warden, and fire chief 
from 1974 to 1980. Bud was instrumental in 
convincing the town to purchase the fire pumper we 
still use as our first-out attack truck. 


Despite our status as one of the few remaining non- 
paid departments in the state of New Hampshire, the 
Sullivan Fire & Rescue Department continues to 
make progress toward our goal of providing more 
and better services to the town of Sullivan. In 1998, we significantly improved 
our ability to fight fires with the addition of a high-volume portable pump, large 
diameter water supply hose, an improved attack line layout, and vastly better 
scene lighting and support services.

Training remains a critical part of our mission. This year, firefighters continued 
to meet once a week to practice donning and working in breathing apparatus, 
pulling hose lines, raising ladders, pump engineering, safe driving, and rescue 
techniques. 


Our sincere thanks go to Ron and Mary Hull and Roy Faulkner, who donated a 
motor vehicle and allowed us to use their property to conduct a hands-on training 
session on motor vehicle extrication. Using a variety of tools and techniques, we 
practiced stabilization, disassembly, and removal of a patient entrapped in a 
motor vehicle. 


Also noteworthy in 1998, we gained the ability to perform cold water/ice rescue 
on the ponds in town. Equipped with a 12-foot aluminum boat, two cold-water 
rescue suits, floatation devices, and 1200 feet of rescue line, we conducted a 
successful simulated ice rescue on Chapman Pond. In January 1999, we followed 
up with a second successful rescue exercise conducted jointly with the 
Meadowood Dive Team. 


If you have driven past the town center recently, I am sure that you have all 
noticed the addition to the fire station. The two new apparatus bays, training 
room, office space, and storage areas will help us cure the chronic overcrowding 
that we’ve struggled with for years. The Sullivan firefighters will be finishing the 
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interior of the addition in the coming months. The entire new addition project 
was a gift from John and Jean Hoffman to the Town of Sullivan. They contracted 
for the work, provided the interior finish materials, and even gave the entire fire 
station a face-lift to help it blend in with the new town center. For the Fire & 
Rescue Department and on behalf of the town of Sullivan, I extend our most 
heartfelt thanks. 


Your fire department thanks each Sullivan resident for your continuing attention 
to fire safety. We’re pleased and proud to report that not a single chimney fire 
was reported in Sullivan during 1998. We encourage you to continue to work 
toward a safe Sullivan by following these fire safety tips: 


Have your chimney cleaned and inspected on a regular basis. 

Check your smoke detectors each month and install a new battery yearly. 
Place an ABC fire extinguisher on each level of your home. 

Plan and practice a fire evacuation plan. 

Post your street or box number using large reflective numbers at the street.

The 1998 Fire Season was a long one, lasting well 
into November with little in the way of rainfall. This 
made for a long year for the Wardens and lookout 
towers around the area. In Sullivan this year, nearly 
200 hours were spent on wildland fire prevention and 
suppression by the Warden alone, in addition to 
another 80 hours of fire suppression by the Deputy 
Wardens and Fire Department members. 





Neil A. Henry, Jr. Your careful use of fire and your observations of 
conditions around town contributes greatly to the 
protection of our woodlands. This helps keep our hours to a minimum. We would 
rather take the time to investigate your concerns or answer questions, than to 
spend many hours or even days working a brush fire.

New equipment purchased and acquired in 1998 included 600 feet of forestry 
hose and ten forestry helmets from the warrant article for forestry equipment. 
Fourteen Nomex forestry shirts from a forestry equipment grant through the state. 
From donations we received two additional forestry helmets, three nozzles and 
adapters, and various hand tools. 
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The Warden and Deputy Wardens issued over 65 Fire Permits this season, and as 
a reminder, fire permits are required for all outdoor burning when the ground is 
not covered with snow. This includes the burning of brush, campfires or outdoor 
fireplaces, and incinerators or burn barrels.

_ EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 





In comparison to other towns just north of us, 1998 
was a relatively quiet year for the Sullivan Office of 
Emergency Management. The January ice storm that 
norrowly missed Sullivan, created wide-spread 
damage in towns such as Stoddard, Nelson and 
Marlow. While there was some isolated damage to 
trees in the north end of town, we were fortunate that 
the ice line started just over the town's border with 
Stoddard.

Sullivan's resources were put to the test on the 
evening of May 31 when at least six large trees came down during a wind storm 
and tornado that passed through the area. As the tornado was being tracked by 
radar, the National Weather Service issued a Tornado and High Wind Warning 
for Sullivan and towns north of Sullivan. As the magnitude of the storm became 
apparent, a Severe Weather Emergency was declared in town and all departments 
were activated. Although it could not be confirmed that the tornado touched 
down in Sullivan, the high winds were enough to snap off large trees and 
telephone poles. During the storm and well into the next morning, members of 
the Sullivan Fire & Rescue Department, Highway Department, Police 
Department, Selectmen's Office, and Forestry Conscripts worked with the 
Sullivan Office of Emergency Management. Shelter personnel were also notified 
and standing by, but fortunately their services were not required. 


Also this Year, the Sullivan Office of Emergency Management provided fire 
education materials from the NFPA to our school children in conjunction with 
national fire protection week. The theme this year was "Learn not to Burn." This 
theme was echoed by the Fire & Rescue Department during a visit to the school 
to talk to our children about fire prevention and safety. 


A number of road signs were provided by this department and installed by the 
Highway Department to help with mitigation of road hazards. Specifically, two 
sharp corners on the South Road where there have been numerous accidents.

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PLANNING BOARD 





1998 provided the usual challenges and rewards for 
members of the Planning Board. At the March Town 
Meeting, voters approved our proposals to regulate 
communications facilities. The Community Planning 
Ordinance was subsequently updated to reflect those 
changes. 


Discussions at the Town Meeting regarding the 
creation of a conservation zone in the northern part of 

Christopher Pratt town spurred several property owners to consider 

conservation easements and other methods to 

preserve open space. These private initiatives have largely accomplished the 
goals discussed at the annual meeting. Areas that have long concerned the 
Board—Otter Falls, Ellis Reservoir, the Spaulding-Great Brook watershed, 
Bolster Pond—have now been preserved as wildlife habitat, forest resources, and 
part of Sullivan’s “quality of life” goals set forth in the Master Plan. All of this 
was accomplished without new regulations. 





The Board drew up and approved changes to the subdivision regulations. These 
reflect changes in the state laws as well as recent court cases. 


During 1998, the Board approved two minor subdivisions, two lot line 
adjustments, four driveway permits, and one voluntary merger. Members 
attended the annual State Planning Conference, the law lecture series, and a 
conference on communications towers. 


For a time this year, we had a full board. However, with the resignation of Mike 
Stankovich, we now have an opening. If you have an interest in serving on the 
Planning Board, please contact the Selectmen or a Planning Board Member for 
details.

The Sullivan Town Forest, about 100 acres covering 
much of Winch Hill, was the focus of much Conser- 
vation Commission business: how best to maintain 
the health of the forest while honoring the provisions 
of the Winch Trust. In April, representatives of the 
Selectmen, Town Counsel, Trustees of Trust Funds, 
and the Conservation Commission met and agreed 
that a management plan for the forest as well 
specifications for a bid by foresters was mailed out on 
January 4, 1999. It is expected that a bid will be 
selected by the end of February. 


The commission reviewed more than 25 intents to cut during the year. 


The commission contributed to and followed with interest several regional and 


statewide efforts: 


ly Southwest Region Planning Commission's first draft of a regional plan 
for natural resources. 
2. Keene's Green Space Planning Group, which aims to encourage 


collaboration among Keene and its abutting towns for protection of 


green space. 


a Citizens for New Hampshire Land and Community Heritage, supporting 
the work of the legislative commission formed to recommend the 
establishment of a permanent fund for protection of natural, cultural and 
historic resources throughout the state. 

4. Completion of the management plan for the Ashuelot River. 


Since 1995, the Sullivan Master Plan has declared the importance of protecting 
the northern portion of town where large animals such as moose and bear can 
thrive in the undeveloped forest and of conserving the Hubbard Brook watershed. 
The Planning Board contemplated a request for creation of a conservation district 
in those areas. Fortuitously, two major conservation organizations decided to 
protect much of that acreage. The Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests purchased 757 acres east of the Piper Memorial Forest (which SPNHF 
also owns) and The Nature Conservancy has bought several hundred acres 
around Ellis Reservoir. Simultaneously, the Hoffman family bought and 
protected by conservation easement much of the shoreline of Bolster Pond. 
Subsequently, just since November of 1998, more than 2000 acres of Sullivan's 
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12,000 acres have been protected. Most of that protected land is open to the 
public for hunting and hiking, but not to wheeled vehicles. 


People interested in insuring that their lovely lands will never be developed 
should contact the Conservation Commission for more information. One other 
Sullivan family put a conservation easement on 82 acres in December, and 
several others are in the early planning stages for such action. 


Hazardous waste continues to be a concern, and the Town will make a payment 
to Keene for 1999 so that individuals can, for a modest fee, continue to dispose 
appropriately of their hazardous wastes at the Keene Solid Waste Facility. Please 
call the Conservation Commission for more information. 


The Conservation Commission would be glad to offer hikes, as it used to do, but 
community participation has dwindled. Please contact the Conservation 
Commission if you are interested in exploring the wilds of Sullivan. The Harris 
Center for Conservation Education (headquartered in Hancock) offered two hikes 
with a Sullivan connection during the year: one along Otter Brook, the other to 
the Giant's Cradle and up Boynton Mountain. 


Several official perambulations were completed in 1998 (Stoddard, Nelson, and 
Gilsum), except for the replacement of several missing stakes. (Keene has been 
done in 1997.) Roxbury should be done in 1999. These perambulations of town 
boundaries should be done every 7 years. 


Members of the Conservation Commission have observed with concern the 
increase in litter along the roads in Sullivan and may propose an all-community 
cleanup in the spring of 1999. 


At its November meeting, the Commission reluctantly accepted the resignation of 
Rick Van de Poll from the responsibilities of the chairmanship, which he had 
carried for 10 years. To the considerable relief of the other committee members, 
he will continue to provide his expertise in wetlands, forestry best management 
practices, and all other aspects of the environment as a member of the 
Commission. Roger Sweet is the new chairman. 


The Sullivan Conservation Commission continues its efforts to promote 
environmental stewardship and good judgment about development. Please let us 


know your ideas for community education and action.

This has been a year of transformation for the library. Due to construction, the 
library was closed for a week in January. There was a great deal of sorting and 
rearranging that was done to fill the new section of the building. These tasks were 
completed with the help of a number of volunteers from our community. Our 
non-fiction collection fills the new addition. We also now have an accessible 
restroom and entrance, and a Historical Records Room. 


In June, the Trustees and the Friends of the Library held a dedication ceremony 
and an open house. This event coincided with the opening of a photo display in 
the Historical Room. Charles and Patricia Clark put together a number of 
thematic displays about Sullivan. These pictures have been well received by the 
public; they have brought an international audience to our library. These displays 
will continue into 1999. 


Our toddler-preschool story program still continues on Thursday mornings. Due 
to some members becoming school age, our group shrunk in size a little this past 
fall. 


The summer reading program theme this year was “New Hampshire.” We 
collected a number of postcards from around the state this summer and had fun 
learning a little about our state. The Friends of the Library held a very nice party 
for our readers this year. 


The library is still a member of the Nubanusit Co-op, as well as the co-op’s video 
exchange program. This membership allows us to enjoy videos that our budget 
wouldn’t otherwise allow. A number of our patrons eagerly await the arrival of 
the upcoming selections. 


This fall, our computer crashed and did not survive. The interlibrary loan portion 
of our business suffered the most; materials that took minutes to locate suddenly 
took weeks to find. The usual one- to two-week wait took at least twice as long. 
A generous individual in town loaned us a computer while ours was recuperating. 
Another couple in town, upon hearing of our troubles, donated their computer to 
the library. The computer has become a valuable tool at the library, both for 
library staff and our patrons. 


The generous spirit of people in this community makes it a pleasure to work here. 
I am especially thankful for those people in town who donate materials, money, 
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time, computers, snacks, ideas, landscaping, grounds keeping, shoveling and 
other support to the library.
